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1. At the emi of June 1901, a Soviet unit equip. 9ed With armored vehicles was 
quartered in orivate houses and barns in Tauroz en (95°14 "N/22°1S Rh), No barracks 
installations were observed in the tom, Yaurozcen was occasionally used as a 
base for infantry units assi-ned to anbi-onrtisan oporations, 


2. Yrior to say 1951, a unit of about 202 troops was quartered in a thracestory 
barracks building, about 33 meters square, about 1.5 km north of fietavas 
(S592 N/2105''ts}, on the west side of the road to Plunve, Ac ording to rumors, 
the troops were infantrymen and were occasionally cowmitted arainst partisans. 


3. Accoreine to local residents, a motorized reconnaissaicc unit and a Hosnecaeeen 
ynit totaling 1,509 to 2,009 troops. were stationed in ’lemse atthe end of 1950, 
Tt was runored that the reconiaissance unit was oyuinoed with amsored vehicles. 
The two wnits were quartered in a tarracks installation located northeast of the 
Plunze railroad station, 
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
